Final ^estimates  of  the  area  and  production  of  the  principal  crops  in 
Polana  for  1920-21  show  slight  increases  for  the  wheat  and  rye  areas  and  orc- 
duction  over  former  estimates. 

An  official  estimate  of  the  production  of  cereals  in  England  for  19^2 
shows  the  probable  production  of  wheat  to  be  about  90  per  cent  of  the  amount 
proaucea  last  year.     The  barley  yiela  is  estimated  to  be  about  93  per  cent  of 
last  year's  harvest  and  oats,  93  P«r  cent.     The  wheat  production  for  1922 
tona1^112  ^°  tnlS  estiiLate  13  greater  than  the  average  amount  produced  from 
WJ-13-    ijarley  and.  oats  production,  on  the  other  hand,  were  decreased  from 
tne  pre-war  average  production.

The  July  estimate  of  the  apple  crop  of  Canada  indicates  that  the 
yield  for  1922  will  be  about  12  per  cent  less  than  the  harvest  of  1921. 

Of  the  principal  egg  exporting  countries  in  1920,  China  ranked 
first  with  a  total  export  of  5^  million  dozen  shell  eggs  and  99  million 
pounds  of  egg  albumen  and  yolk  and  frozen  eggs.    Denmark  ranks  next  with 
an  export  of  shell  eggs  for  1920  of  kb  million  dozen.     Great  Britain  is 
the  greatest  importer,  receiving  about  90  million  dozen  shell  eggs  from  . 
the  exporting  countries  for  which  tables  are  shown.     These  figures  include 
re-exports  and  so  do  not  check  up  with  the  figures  in  the  table  on  imports 
for  consumption  for  Great  Britain,  which  gives  the  total  imports  for  con- 
sumption as  71  million  dozen.    Nearly  half  of  the  imports  to  the  United 
States  of  shell  egge  fc<$as  from  China, 

Meat  production  in  Bulgaria  as  indicated  by  slaughtering  statis- 
tics, had  made  considerable  progress  toward  normal  conditions  by  1921.  The 
annual  meat  production  which  amounted  to  37  million  pounds  in  l%k  had  de- 
creased to  15  million  pounds  in  191S.     By  1921  it. had  increased  again  to 
32  million  pounds.     In  1921  beef,  veal,  mutton  and  lamb  made  up  nearly  70 
per  cent  of  the  total  meat  production.     The  remainder  was  obtained  from 
hogs,  buffaloes  and  goats. 

The  prices  of  all  agricultural  commodities  in  England  were  materially 
lower  in  1921  than  in  1920,    Prices  of  fruit  were  the  highest  in  terms  of 
the  average  prices  for  19 11-13,  being  1S3  per  cent  greater  than  the  pre-war 
average  price.    Wool  is  the  only  commodity  for  which  the  price  has  reached 
the  pre-war  level.     It  has  gone  down  to  lb  per  cent  below  the  pre-war  price. 
Wheat  is  still  119  per  cent  above  the  pre-war  average.
